A TRIBUTE TO W ILBERT B. SMITH 

It is hard to believe that a few weeks ago, December 27, 1970, narked the 8th anni¬ 
versary of the passing of our founder, the late Wilbert B. Smith, for such ms the impact 
of the dynamic personality of this kind and extremely knowledgeable nan, that our memor¬ 
ies of him remain as sharp and vivid as ever. His untimely passing at the age of 52, 
left an irreplaceable gap in the lives of most of our group, for wo not only lost a good 
friend but a wise leader and advanced thinker in the field of scientific UFO research. 

As some of you may know, in 1956 WBS founded one of the earliest UFO groups, which was 
then known as the Ottawa Flying Saucer Club. As our President, he chaired a large number 
of Club meetings which were always of fabulous interest and led the way in a program of 
constructive scientific research into the raystery of the so-called flying saucers and re¬ 
lated subjects. In March, I960, he founded and edited this magazine, TOPSIDE. He was 
undoubtedly Canada’s pioneer UFO research scientist, and in his professional life, he was 
a senior Canadian Government official highly respected for his complete integrity. For a 
nunbor of years, until the "Iron Curtain" of Governmental Silence Policy fell over the 
whole subject of flying saucers, he headed Canadian Government UFO Research and the 
world’s first official "Flying Saucer Station" as set tip at Shirley’s Bay, near Ottawa. 

As a result of his indefatigable research into the flying saucer phenomena, his writings 
and close contacts with other leading Ufologists of his era, his name and fame spread 
far and wide in UFO circles across the world. 

As, even to this day, we are continually'receiving requests from readers for-more 
information by or about WBS, we thought it night be of interest if we turned back the 
pages of- time -and printed a copy of an article on WBS which appeared in the Apfil 22, 

1961 issue of the "Ottawa Journal" as written by Richard Jackson, their Parliamentary 
Reporter. This article is entitled HSR SMITH AD ASTRA HtO MP3, and while, as ms fash- 
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ionablo In those days, it treats tbo subject of flying saucers in a scnewhat jocular 
vein, nevertheless it clearly reveals. the important role WBS plzyed in govornaontal 
matters, his views on UFOs and Outer Space and the high regard placed on his "impress¬ 
ive credentials” . Wo" qUOte:" 

“Any day now, Wilbert B. Smith, Chief of Radio Regulations Engineering for the 
Telocamunications and Electronics Division of the Transport Department, should be jack¬ 
ing an appearance boforo the Commons Broadcasting Comittoo. For years he has boon a 
regular if not exnctly.routine witness, consulted by the Committee on the involved tech¬ 
nical complications of broadcasting. , 

This Sossion, it might make a nice change of pace if the Comittoo were to ask Mr. 
Smith about his porsonal spocialty: Outer Space and UFCR, In the way-out world of the 
galaxies, UFOs are Unidentified Flying Objocts - vehicles from Outer Space - piloted by 
living Beings. A few of thoso Space Ships have pranged up here on Mother Earth, reports 
Mr. Smith, on the basis of having personally handled fragmented bits of wreckage, or, as 
he calls it, "hardware". 

Of more urgent interest perhaps than Flying Saucers to the Commit too Then Mr. 

- Smith make his exports appearance before it, night be his views on Soviet achievements 
in Space. To begin with, he doesn’t believe the Russians are atead, perhaps not even 
abreast of the Americans in Space navigation. How so? "Everything the Russians so far 
have put tip, from.Sputnik One to Govorin’s global rocket, has been on a 60 degree orbit? 
the way Mr. Smith soos it. "True, the Russians are lifting as much as 8 tons, but they are 
caught in a tight orbital rut; and while the Americans so far haven 0 1 been raising noro 
then one ton, thoy -ro getting it tip without directional restriction." 

How come the Russians can only orbit at 60 degrees? "Some time before the Internat¬ 
ional Geophysical Year they told us, I think perhaps in one of their technical journals, 
how they wore getting weight with height and distance." recalls Mr, Smith. "They said 
they were lowering rockets into a concroto-lined mine shaft to a depth of 8,000 feet, 
firing 'them through this glorifiod gun barrel with charges of slow-burning pow3er, and 
getting speeds of up to 1,000 milos an hour at ground surface before starting to bum 
their booster fuel in the climb towards the stars." Mr. Smith spots this mine shaft 
rocket launcher as "samowhoro in tho Ukraine." 

Now, what are his credentials? Rather impressive. For 12 years ho has boon the 
Transport Department’s own, if not always official "Space Man". In 1953 and ’54, with 
the personal bless sing of fortnr Transport Minister Chovrior, ho opened a "Flying Saucer 
Observation Station" for the Department at Shirley’s Boy. "Got a squigglo on the gear, 
toe? he ronombors with some satisfaction, "although wo never could never relate it def¬ 
initely to a UFQ." Tho Observation Station was closed in ’55, but Mr. Smith has been 
chasing Flying Saucers evor since. 

To him go all reports of UFO sightings that roach Transport or aiy other Federal 
agency, and ho keeps a special departmental file on Outer Space. Ho has been called to 
Washington on occasion for consultation with tho National Aeronautical and Space Admin¬ 
istration people. Those aro his credentials. 

Now, how about Flying Saucers? "No question but they exist? ho insists. "Their 
reality is known and recognised by thoso in authority, but deliberately nothing is said 
about- it because the problem of That to do about them remains unsolved." Proof of real¬ 
ity? "I personally have handled a lot of ’hardware*, the bits and pieces of wreoked 
UFOs. The chemical structure of the metal wo know, but its hardness, its tensile strength 
is something we have never seen before." Who flies these space ships, and from whore? 
"Living beings," says Mr. Smith, "and most likely from beyond our own solar system. A 
form of life but with an intelligence boyond our comprehension. They are here. Even now. 
Among us." Sounds crazy? “I have been called a screwball by experts," confesses Mr. 
Smith, "arid this does not bother me, nc? does their skepticism." 

Mr. Wilbert B. Smith is not alone in his convictions. He has perhaps a half dozen 
very close associates and maybe as many as 25 or 30 friends who go out week-ends invest¬ 
igating reports of sightings of UFOs. Scoo of these sightings hove been here in the 










National Capital District. With then they take tape-roc orders to get every last detail 
they can squeeze fron these interviews, and, suggests Mr* Smith, they even nay have pick¬ 
ed up a little ! hardware * here and' there. 

Mr. Snith, at this session of the Commons Broadcasting Committee, as he has been at 
rail others in recent years, is sure to be one.of the expert witnesses. There have been 
complaints in the committee that proceedings. so far have boen pretty generally a waste 
of tine, even a bore. If this is so,, the committee almost certainly could revive inter¬ 
est if it were to permit Mr. Shith to put it into his orbit of Outer Space I (End quote) 

Finally, as a mark of respect and sincere-tribute a fine nan, wo quote some of 
Wilbert B. Smith ! s own words of wisdom: 

UMDEIiSTANDING CF THE UNIVERSE 

We find ourselves in this Universe, and we are aware of it. We strive to under¬ 
stand it and to do so, we. use all means at our disposal. We observe and speculate; we 
look and sometimes we find; we ask many questions and got many answers. If the questions 
are proper, we get proper answers, but if they are not proper questions, we get indefin¬ 
ite answers or no answers at all. 

Sometimes we cannot distinguish between cause and affect or the phenomenon and the 
effect of the phenomenon. Sometimes we mistake the shadow for the substance and pass by 
the reality while we pursue the image. Often we are so enamourod of our own brilliance 
that we cannot see the little glints of Truth that line our way. Many shining nuggets 
of Truth lie buried at our foot and if wo are not too proud to dig, we will find then. 

Thoro arc certain fundamental Truths in this Universe and if we are prepared to 
accept them, wo con use then as tools for its better understanding. The Universe IS 
understandable, otherwise there would be no Awareness in it, for Awareness is the initi¬ 
ation of Understanding. No principle can be described or satisfactorily defined except 
in terms of concepts which are more basic, until one basic concept is reached which in 
itself cannot be defined at all, but which will define all other concepts. 

The Universe contains no ancmolies, and the appearance of an anonoly is warning 
that our understanding is inadequate. Mathematics must be the servant of Understanding 
and not its master. Equations, by their very nature, cannot discover; they can yield 
only relationships derived from the initial statements and which were inherently in them 
when they were stated. 

Truth is not hidden; it is available to all and is the same for all. Apparent 
differences must be due to inadequate understanding. 

Understanding of the Universe comes about only through increasing awareness of it..

• mitted to divulge to you some Special Esoteric Knowledge which, if used sincerely and 
wisely for the benefit of all on your planet, can not only avert a great global tragedy 
but gradually build up the positive conditions necessary for the unfoldment of a glori¬ 
ous Now Age bringing Poaco and Goodwill and undreamed of Blessings to you all.

But to continue, so nany of you have unnecessary fears 
which complete faith in God could eliminate. Such fears have driven many thousands of 
your people into psychiatric words where they receive little help because your psychia¬ 
trists have not yet learned the right approach to a problem which is, in.reality, a spir¬ 
itual sickness, and maiy of them become emotionally and mentally disturbed and end up in 
psychiatric wards themselves.

In contrast, a debit pattern is one in which you meet with diffi¬ 
culties, problems or sorrow and it is particularly evident when persistent pursuits in a 
certain direction meet with continual disappointments and failuro. The crux of the whole 
situation is how you deal with your problems and once you recognize there is a Karmic 
debt involved, your best course is to accept it as a challenge to your moral fiber and 
. look for the lesson to be learned fron this experience. If you adopt this attitude and 
adjust cheerfully, you will find that a dobit period becomes less unpleasant 0 God never 
gives you a burden greater than you are capable of bearing. And in every life, no natter 
what its Karmic indebtedness nay bo, there are always compensations - other avenues you 
can explore and often meet with success. With tine and experience, you will learn to re¬ 
cognize the pathways that aro vorboten to you for Karmic reasons, and then, with a sense 
of adventure, try your natural gifts in other directions. Its is somewhat life tho old 
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gypsy saying: Unlucky at cards, lucky at love - in short, when one door closes, another 
opens. As for the free periods of new experiences, those nay be recognized nainly by the 
fact that they happen to you without any effort on your part. Sone person apparently 
"accidentally 11 cones into your life; a book cones your way which contains a special mess¬ 
age for you; a sudden turn of events in which you have played no part, changos your res¬ 
idence or your job; sone incident occurs which alters your outlook on life, etc. You 
will notice that nost of these new experiences will, at sone tine, call for an important 
decision to be nade on your port and this is whore you have to weigh up very carefully 
your moral values. Be ever watchful for new people who cone into your life unexpectedly 
and rentenber, as your Bible says, to treat such strangers wo 11, for you nay thereby be 
entertaining angels unawares. One of your greatest Karmic tests will be your response to 
appeals for help. If you wish to progress spiritually and build up a happy Kamic future, 
you should, wherevor humanly possible, give such help willingly. Under Cosmic Law, this 
is a moral obligation. It is also good insurance that when you need help, it will bo 
given freely. A personal sacrifice in order to perform a kind act to help others is nev¬ 
er a loss - rather, it is the richest investment you can over make, for under God’s Laws 
of Love, you will be repaid tenfold . 

To continue on the thono of the quality of prayer, before you make any requests of 
God, you should first give all of yourself unto Him in a joyous otetpouring of love and 
grateful thanks for nil His many blessings to you - in other words, praise the Lord Who 
is your Divine Creator. Lot yours words come straight from your heart - give and ye 
shall receive. While learned prayers by rote can be effective if you think and feel 
every word you say, better still is the spontaneous flow of words that cone straight from 
your soul. Whether they be simple or elaborate matters not, as long as they are genuine¬ 
ly felt. As God is your Father, it is right that you talk over your joys and sorrows 
with Him for He welcomes anything that brings you closer to Him. We utter a great truth 
when we say that as you depend on His love, so He depends on yours, for you are His chil¬ 
dren. So much nonsense has been written by your people about "Fearing tho Lord". God 
does not want your fear; all Ho asks is a small return of the abundant love He gives to 
you. Secure in His love, you have nothing to fear. As your Bible says: "Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither lot it be afraid." And so, my friends, give your love freely 
to God without aiiy fears - and reap the inestimable benefits. 

Sone of you may ask: Whoro and how is tho best way to pray? Tho answer is simple; 
ai^rwhere and in any position - and as often as you can. However, there are certain re¬ 
finements to meaningful prayer which may bo of some help to you. Sone of those methods 
nay not be new to you, but they are worth repeating. Obviously, you are in a better pos¬ 
ition to pour out your heart and soul to God when you are alone and quiet than say, trav¬ 
elling on a crowded bus to werk and it ms for this reason that Jesus Christ said: "When 
thou prayest, enter thy closet and when thou hast shut the door, pray to thy Father which 
is in secret; and thy Father which seoth thee in secret, shall reward thee openly." On 
another occasion, your Bible states that Jesus "went up into a mountain to pray and when 
.evening was come, ho ms there alone." It T rill be seen from this that for tho nost mean¬ 
ingful form of prayer, you need to be quietly alone. But we understand that in the pres¬ 
ent hectic pace of your Earth life, there is not always time for this and therefore your 
prayers should be said at any suitable time and for the tired worker perhaps the best 
place is in bed before sleep. As for physical position, this is of no great importance. 
Your Bible states that Jesus prayed both alone and with others, and kneeling or standing 
and undoubtedly he also prayed whilst lying down before sleep. 

We state, unequivocally, that tho highest form of prayer is an unselfish one, i.o., 
a prayer for others in which no personal request is involved. Such a prayer, unless it 
contravenes Divine Will, is more likely to be answered than any other.

Now 
we quite understand that, in the course of your evolution 'to date, it has been necess¬ 
ary for you to have some means of measurement in your observation of the natural phenom¬ 
ena around you and that over the years your scientists have quite correctly evolved your 
Law of Physics for this purpose. Ho?/ever, as the New Age develops and you progress under 
its higher vibrations, you will eventually realize that your Law of Physics ?/as a necess¬ 
ary but very elementary step in your knowledge of the True Science. 

Now some of you may quite naturally question the'viability of the statement that 
you live in a mental world, so let us try the analyze the facts that make it so. Your 
so-called physical v/orld is made up basically of 2 types of matter v/hich you can see, 
hear, tas'-o, smell or feel, i.e., natural objects and man-made objects. We think it 
will be readily admitted by most of you that Nature in its many forms is the Handiwork 
of God - certainly it was not created by man - and since God, v/ith a whole Universe to 
control, cannot possibly bo of physical substance, His creation of Nature throughout the 
Cosmos can only have been achieved by Pure Thought. In a more limited sense, the same 
principle applies to'all man-made objects - before they could become tangible things, 
they had first to be conceived thought. It thus should become obvious to you that every¬ 
thing around, you is of mental origin. It is necessary that you be made a?/are of this 
because as the Ne?/ Age unfolds and you learn Its metaphysical secrets, you ?7ill be able, 
within Cosmic La?/, to mould or alter the molecular structure of matter, to control the 

elements and build a better and more beautiful world for all to enjoy -by applied 

thought po?/erJ 

You may, ho?/ever, argue and ask: What about my 5 senses v/hich tell me that every¬ 
thing'is physical? In reply, ?/e' can only state that this is an illusion brought about 

by the necessity for you, in your present evolutionary stage, to occupy a dense matter 
body in a dense matter world in which the possession of these 5 senses becomes a vital 
requirement for your survival. But you' are being deluded if you think that matter is 
purely physical. The truth is that God'has given you a body and environmental conditions 
that are suitable for the particular area of time and space which you no?/ occupy, but 
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the fact remains that eveiy thing, including yourselves, is of purely mental origin. lour 
very consciousness makes it so. And this same consciousness exists in everything, animal, 
vegetable or mineral. To quote one of your old Roman philosophers: Cogito. ergo ai m - I 
think, therefore I exist. 

We watch, with.growing dismay, the.continued pollution of your natural resources, 
the reluctance of your vested interests/ particularly the ,big oil companies, to take 
remedial action, the cumbersome delaying tactics of your politicians and the dreadful 
apathy of your general masses in a situation which becomes more -dangerous by the hour. 

We urge you to act NOW before it is too late. You all have a moral responsibility to play 
: an active role in cleansing your planet of noxious material which is poisoning and kill¬ 
ing off much of your wild life and which, in'-a chain reaction, is now reaching a perilous 
stage as you yourselves, ingest through your food highly dangerous contaminants. Each of 
you can help to solve this serious problem by joining in a mass voice of protest to your 
authorities urging swifter action, by taking sane precautions in your households and 
daily lives and above, all, by .continual prayers to God to halt the tide of mounting 
death and destruction .gradually engulf ng your entire planet. If you fail in this, then 
your children will have to suffer unspeakable consequences as your world becomes a global 
disaster area. 

You have not only defiled your own beautiful planet but have polluted your upper 
atmosphere so that it is fast becoming a floating junk yard of debris from satellites and 
other man-made spacecraft, and we must, warn you that it may in time constitute a definite 
hazard to space flight and also inhabitants of your world as bits of debris fall to earth, 
A special contingent of our Space Science Group is continually disintegrating the larger 
, pieces of debris, but under Cosmic Law, there is a point beyond which we cannot go, and 
thus you must learn to protect yourselves from this unthinking folly. We must add a fur¬

It is also to be hoped that in your continued space missions, you do 
not make a lunar litter-bin of your natural satellite, the Moon or otherwise pollute its 
sterility. We would advise your space scientists to be wary of the strength and depth of 
underground lunar explosions, for if you should destroy or unbalance the Moon, the effect 
on year world would be catastrophic. 

On the brighter aide, we. are greatly encouraged at the early results of the powerful 
thought forms being transmitted by my band of Space Scientists to the more open-minded of 
your Earth scientists who are beginning to respond to the inspirational concepts they are 
receiving. We have established a number of good mental contacts with such scientists in 
various parts of your world, including Australia, U.S.A., Britain, U.S.S.R., France, 

Italy and Japan and with developing results in several other important countries. Our 
work will continue and, in time, these Earth scientists will be inspired to collaborate 
with each other. Already a few of their new discoveries are reaching your world press 
and we ask you to. watch for further interesting developments. I am particularly pleased 
with the response to my oral special mission of impressing the minds of certain scientists 
with the importance of the further development of undersea exploration as a solution to 
many of your world's problems, especially that which.has come from the U.S.A., Canada and 
France. In an earlier message I spoke of ’’.marine medicines" to be found in your oceans 
and we are happy to report that we have been successful in guiding some of your scient¬ 
ists to the discovery of a marine vegetation which may be used as an invaluable anti- 
pollutant for ..human consvmption. Another group of your marine scientists is already work** 
ing on a oortain type of algae which has remarkable medicinal properties, the results qf 
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which may we. 11 reach you before the end of t'ais year. AH in all, there are some very en¬ 
couraging signs of scientific progress in the right direction, but the big problem re¬ 
mains - will your scientists, whose discoveries are tightly controlled by your Scientific 
Establishment and frequently exploited by Big Business, be allowed to work for the bene¬ 
fit of all humanity? This, however, is a problem you can help to solve by your continual 
prayers. 

In conclusion, we leave you with the NEW HOPE. But such is the present situation 
on Earth that we must again warn you that this is also your only and l ast hope and thus 
it seems appropriate to quote here some words of your great statesman, Abraham Lincoln: 
"We must nobly save or meanly lose this last best hope of Earth." If we have expanded at 
some length on the theme of prayer, it is because'of its vital necessity at this present 
moment of r time in Earth 7 s history, and it is our fervent hope that our appeal will reach 
the hearts of all who are genuinely concerned about present conditions in your world. 

But despite the present dark shadows cast over your planet, it can still be a beautiful 
world to live in if all of you co-operate with your continued prayers. We promise you 
that for each prayer said, it will be matched by many of our own, as together we work 
for happier conditions on Planet Earth in the unfolding New Age.

I. THE INTERNATIONAL SCENE ; In his International Newsletter of November, 1970, our Int¬ 
ernation Chairman, the Hon. Brinsley Le Poer Trench, extended to nil CONTACT Members 
worldwide his very best wishes for the New Year, adding the hope that Peace might cone 
to this world of violence in 1971. He also sent the glad tidings of the growing 
strength of the International Contact Family which now has 5 new member countries, viz. 
Contact (Spain), Contact (Zambia), Contact (Israel), Contact (Slovenia) Yjagoslovia and 
Contact (Venezuela). This is indeed exciting news for it brings our member countries 
up to 27-strong! And this figure does not include 2 member countries which \regretably 
have had to be deleted from the list. They are Contact (Czechoslovakia) and Contact 
(Tasmania) and our International Chairman gives the following reasons for their delet¬ 
ion: " Czechoslovakia : For some time now, no communication has been received from ICM 
Ivo Brodsly- of Dukelska 652, Jicin. It is apparent that due to the recent change in 
the political climate there that he has found it impossible to continue for the time 
being with CONTACT. I know that he had established a small group and we were in good 
contact before the fairly recent communist invasion. However, since then no communic¬ 
ations have been effected, although many letters and much material have been sent to 
him. We must therefore, appreciate that Contact (Czechoslovakia) is no longer operat¬ 
ive. However, if any communications are received from Mr. Brodsky to the effect that 
he is still operating, we will, at once, restore Contact (Czechoslovakia) as a member 
country. We do value Mr. Brodsky and hope that he is all right. If anyone does hear 
from him, please immediately inform your International Chairman. Tasmania : Our ICM, 

Mr. Aluyn Bird, has resigned his post with CONTACT and with the Tasmania UFO Bureau 
who joined us, for personal and health reasons and we extend him our sympathy and wish 
him a full recovery. Mr. Jeremy Holden, President of the Tasmania UFO Bureau, has ad¬ 
vised roe that he only wishes to receive one Contact magazine and does not seem very 
interested in our member countries or the Movement as a whole. As the essence of our 
Movement is contact with member countries and it is essential for Contact to build on 
sound foundations, we are regretfully deleting Contact (Tasmania) from our list of 
member countries although we have not given up hope of getting Contact re-established 
in Tasmania. If Alwyn Bird makes a recovery and feels like resuming his work, or if 
someone else comes on the scene, then we will be glad to welcome Tasmania back into 
our family." Nevertheless, with 27 active international groups now going strong, 
CONTACT must surely be the largest UFO organization in the world! And in this roger*, 
we think that most of the credit - and certainly nil the initial arrangements in est¬ 
ablishing those groups - must go to our founder, The Hon. Brinsley Le Poer Trench who, 
at tireless effort to say nothing of considerable personal expense, has devoted so 
much of his time, energy and goodwill to the success of this worldwide movement. We 
are sure that all Contact Members will join us in a personal vote of thanks to our 
hard-working International Chairman! 

Our International Chairman has also imparted some interesting news about Contact 
(Pakistan). After a long silence from Mr. M. Habibullah Bahar, our ICM for Pakistan, 
contact was finally re-established with him by our persistent i/C who received an air 
letter from Mr. Bahar stating that Contact (Pakistan) was still going strong, with 491 
members! Reasons for the loss of contact are too long to give here, but they were not 
the fault of Mr. Bahar nor our i/C. One cause was obviously a change of address, and 
we now give our readers Mr. Bahar*s new address: Vill & P.0. Kazla, Kaligonj, Khulna, 
East Pakistan. However, shortly after receiving this encouraging report from Mr. Bahar, 
the great flood catas'trophy struck East Pakistan and fears were expressed for his safe¬ 
ty. Our i/C wrote immediately to Mr. Bahar asking for news and was relieved to receive 
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a report from-him stating that he and his family were safe, his residence and hotel had 
survived and the only - damage experienced was to some thatched houses on his property and 
to the crops. He went on to say that, under, his direction, Contact■(Pakistan) members 
played a considerable part in the Relief Work in his area. Of this, we can only be pleas¬ 
ed and proud, for it-.-shows that our Movement can, when required*: rise to the occasion and 
take part in positive work on the physical level to help others.'.This is' contact in it's 
truest, practical sense. Mr. Bahar is now working on establishing a. national CONTACT 
magazine in which he would like to reproduce photographs of Contact Officers in various 
member countries. His next ambition is to hold a Contact Conference in East Pakistan, I 
am sure we are all pleased to hear that Mr. Bahar survived a national tragedy and we 
wish him every success in his splendid endeavours for CONTACT in his country. 

Still on the ICM scene, wo now give the following new or changed addresses of some 
member countries: SPAIN: Miss Ruth Rees, Hotel Melia Torremolinos, Avenue Montemar, / 
Torremolinos, Malaga; ZAMBIA: Mr. Donald G. MacLean, P.0. Box 1608, Ndola; MEXICO: Ing. 
I^C.M. Norrie, Benito Perez Galdos 218-201, Col.'Polanco, Mexico 10, D.F. Names and 
addresses of the recently appointed ICM's for ISRAEL, SLOVENIA (Yugoslavia) and VENEZUr 
ELA will be forthcoming in our next issue. 

As a postscript to our earlier account of the International Flying Saucer and Contact 
Yfeek-End', we now give details of 2 reports of sightings witnessed in Sweden on Saturday, 
June 13, 1970: (1) Two members of UFO-Linkoping, Ake Andersson and Sten Sundquist, were 
out skywatching during the Saturday night at Hjulsbro. At 23.50-54 hrs., they signalled 
with their searchlight the light code they usually make use of, plus a special sign with 
a sweeping beam around the Great Bear constellation. Immediately they had done so, Mr. 
Andersson saw a UFO appear in the Great Bear between the 4 stars forming the 'body’ of 
the Bear. The UFO moved slowly towards the north, according to the compass the two wit¬ 
nesses had with then, and then disappeared. (2) The following incident occurred to mem¬ 
bers of another Swedish group, I.G.F. (inter Galactical Federation). Sten Lindgren, 
their President reports: ’Because of some events and as we had a special feeling that 
something was going to happen, we went to a place far outside town (Stockholm). When, 
after an hour of waiting, nothing had happened, we decided to leave. On our way to the 
car, one of us got a feeling he should turn round and as he did so, he saw a big yellow 
disc cross the road just above the tree tops and without any noise. He screamed and point¬ 
ed at it and seme of the others got a glimpse of it. Within a few seconds, the object was 
gone out of sight. This happened at 11.00 hrs, in the evening, local time.’ . -• 

Our’ International Chairman draws to our attention a splendid new publication THE UFO 
REGISTER, as published by the Data Research Section of CONTACT (U.K,). He states: "Two 
issues of "The UFO Register", along with four issues of "Awareness" are included in the 
annual subscription from now on to members of COM ACT (U.K.) which from 1 April 1971, 
will be 40/-d a year in the U.K. for people aged 16 and over; under 16, 20/-d a year.The 
overseas subscription will be 40/-d a year. However, my main reason in mentioning ’The 
UFO Register’ is to emphasize its scientific quality. It has been highly praised by emin¬ 
ent Ufologists, including John A, Keel, the famous American writer, and Bryan Winder, a 
director of Flying Saucer Review, who handles a great deal of their research work. I 
strongly recommend it to you." 

I am sure that it will be appreciated, by most Contact Members that as the number of 
worlwide Contact Member Countries grows, so do the international expenses incurred by our 
founder and I quote some of his remarks on this subject: "I. am very appreciative that? 
both Contact (South Africa) and Contact. (U.K.) have been advising ICMs of member countr¬ 
ies of the personal expenses I have incurred in my capacity as international chairman of 
Contact over several years in that post. Unlike member countries who have their national 
associations .and obtain subscriptions and other revenue to meet their own expenses, your 
international chairman has had to dip consistently and deeply into his own pocket to 
meet the expenses of corresponding with ICMs in what has now grown to be 27 countries 
(much of this by air Mail) and some of you writ© pretty frequently. I love to hear from 
you all and to get the news to pass on to our worldwide family. However, additionally, 
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there are the costs of 3 or 4 newsletters a year. Apart from the very heavy postage, 
there is the cost of these newsletters and a heavy stationery bill. My Accountant in¬ 
forms me that Contact, costs me personally £400 (around $1,000) a year I Now obviously, 

I cannot continue with this expenditure without substantial help. Contact (U.K.) has 
suggested a scheme.whereby each country would contribute towards my expenses accord-. 

Ing to the number of its members. Contact (South Africa) has suggested that it should 
be arranged on a voluntary basis. Frankly, I am in favour of the latter procedure with 
all due respect to Contact (U.K.) who were not aware of the full extent of ny expenses. 
This is for 2 reasons: (l) Under Contact (U.K.)'s scheme, member countries with around 
300 members would contribute about £3 a year. Now, some countries both with and under 
that membership have already contributed £10, so in future, under this scheme these con¬ 
tributions would be pared down to £3 or so, and I would be even worse off than I am now. 
(2) I do not really go along with asking new member countries whose members you can count 
an the fingers of one hand to contribute a small amount whatever it may be. Therefore', 
please will all member countries who wish to do so, send in voluntary contributions to 
your international chairman on 1 April each year. I name this date as it seems a suit¬ 
able one, away from Christmas when we all have expenses." 

Our International Chairman goes on to thank the following member countries who have 
sent contributions to date: Contact (South Africa), Contact (Argentina), Contact (Sweden) 
Contact (Switzerland), Contact (Canada), Contact (U.K.), Contact (Zambia). I therefore 
take this opportunity of reminding all Contact Member Countries to send their voluntary 
contributions to our International Chairman, who has been more than generous in support¬ 
ing us so well for several years, in good time for April 1, 1971, and to moke their don¬ 
ations as liberal as they can afford. I am sure we all share in a sense of shock at the 
amount of the heavy outlay he has made so willingly in the past and in the true spirit 
of Contact, will wish to share some of this burden. 

Contact (Canada) wishes to thank those Member Countries yL o have written such friendly 
and interesting letters and to mention especially the charming letter received from our 
ICM for Belgium, the Comtesse Chantol d 1 OUltremont, who sent a most interesting booklet 
in French, and tho warm and enthusiastic letter received from our recently appointed ICM 
for Rhodesia, Mrs Rhona Dippenaar ; who sent us her first newsletter, extracts of which 
follow: 

"Contact (Rhodesia) was launched in July 1970 and we have the good fortune to have a 
brilliant chairman, Peter Turner and an equally efficient & dedicated secretary, Airs. 

June Hickling, backed by e. committee who are prepared to work and work hard] Letters of 
welcome and assistance have beon received from near & far. Thank you one and all for 
your offers of help & your messages of goodwill. These ivere read out to our assembled 
members & were warmly appreciated. They made us feel that we were members of a well-knit 
& happy family, fathered of course, by 'You-know-whom’1 Since Contact (Rhodesia) was form¬ 
ed, I have been astounded at tho number of Rhodesian sightings reported. Far too many for 
a newsletter - they would almost make a book I Many of our members have seen IFOs, but 
quite the most marvellous one I've seen was viewed in Pretoria, South Africa. My husband 
and I were visiting friends living at Waterloof Ridge, a lovely suburb of Pretoria. Their 
home commands a magnificent view of Pretoria City lying a few miles away and considerably 
below them. Nightfalls early in Africa, so it was quite dark at tho time of the sighting, 
about 6.30 pn. We were sitting in the sun lounge whick had french doors leading onto the 
patio and lawns, when one of our party : cried out in amazement, pointing to the sky out- :i 
side. We all looked and there, practically at eye level, Yras this majestic UFO sailing 
across the sky - a golden torpedo, white-gold with a greell.light in front 1 It v/as so 
large that it couldn't be contained entirely within one's field of vision. There was a 
•tail' of some kind of. exhaust, but I couldn't dwell on that because I couldn't tear my. 
eyes from viewing the main body which at that moment was leisurely separating in the 
middle, not explosion-wise, just parting in a shower of golden rain fireworks. Then the 
latter half -I had to let the first (nose) half sail out of view, not having chamelon 
eyes - again separated, again in a glorious display of golden rain fireworks. Then each 
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of the 2 rear portions disintegrated in a firework display 1 in excelsis', all the same 
golden rain! The UFO was horizontal in its journey all the time - I saw no red or orange 
colours - it was all this brilliant pale gold light, with a greenish light at the front. 

It was a memorable sight! It was seen to my knowledge from East London to Bulawayo and 
Salisbury. A veldt fire started in the Fort Victoria region was thought to have been 
caused by disintegration of this object and asxrch is going on for any substantial 
evidence of this. . This UFO report received extensive -coverage in.South African news¬ 
papers ." Mrs. Rhona Dippenaar concluded her newsletter with: "We of Contact (Rhodesia) 
send our greetings to all member countries & would appreciate newsletters. & magazines to 
be sent on a reciprocity basis to us at: P.0. Box 145, Bulawayo, Rhodesia. 11 

II. CONTACT (CANADA ): We are happy to report that Contact (Canada) is now making good, 
steady progress. A large number of enquiries has been received from interested persons'in 
various parts of Canada, including a number of school teachers with interested students; 
full details have been sent to these people, some of whom are starting local Contact 
Youth Groups, an area in which we are particularly interested. We would like to extend 
our grateful thanks to Mr. Richard Beliefontaine for his invaluable assistance in promot¬ 
ing and building up CONTACT in Ganada. Mr. Bellefontaine is our Regional Co-ordinator for 
' the large Province of Ontario and, until recently, has been acting in a similar capacity 
“ for the Prairie Province of Saskatchewan. He has now been successful in appointing as ■ 
Regional Officer for Saskatchewan, Miss Kathy Chubas of 301 Ave. L North, Saskatoon, 

Sask.‘ and we welcome her to Contact (Canada) and wish her every success in promoting Con¬ 
tact in -her area. Mr. Bellefontaine has also sent us a large number of names and address¬ 
es of people, in taros ted in Contact (Canada) in his own province of Ontario and we are hope¬ 
ful of building up a good Contact representation in this province:. His only disappoint¬ 
ment is that he has been unable to interest most of the members of his associate organ¬ 
ization, CAPRO. and expressed, somewhat to my amusement, the fear that someone in CAIRO 
was 11 against me"! In reply to this suggestion, I wrote him as f ollows: "With regard to 
, most members of CAPRO not wishing to participate in CONTACT, this is their-.privilege and 
perhaps their loss. However, I quite understand that some groups.prefer to;"do their own 
thing" and as far as I. am concerned, they hc.ve my blessing in their work. We all have 
different roles to play in our search for truth and understanding and although we may 
tread different pathways, wo can all contribute something worthwhile if we.are sincere. 

• I do not attribute their lack of interest to anyone .being "against me" as this would be 
rather a negative approach on their part, but I am the first to recognize anyone's pers¬ 
onal liberty to go their own way. With your good help and efforts of my own, CONTACT 
(CANADA) is making, steady progress. It is also widely expanding on a global basis and is 
now recognized as the largest UFO group in the world. It may take some time, but eventu¬ 
ally the smaller groups will realize that there is strength in unity, and when they are 
ready for it, we will gladly welcome then into the largo COKTACT Family." In the meantime, 
Mr. Bellefontaine continues to give his own wholehearted support to CONTACT (CANADA) and 
has been particularly helpful in sending magazines and items of interest, for which we 
" are most appreciative. 

We also welcome to the Contact (Canada) Family, an-enthusiastic and well-equipped Ufo¬ 
logist, Mr. Brent Gibson, who has become a Regional Co-ordinator for Contact in the Moose 
Jaw, Sask. area and is at. present organizing a local Contact Youth Group there.

PROJECT INTERNATIONAL UFO PETITION 


Global Co-ordinator, Mr. Antoni Szachowski, reports from his London, England Headquar¬ 
ters, continued steady progress with the Operation Questionnaire stage of the IUFOP Pro¬ 
ject which, with the recent addition of 2 more countries, is now operative in 36 nations 
of the world. Recently appointed National Co-ordinator for Pakistan is Mr. Habibullah 
Bahar, P.0. Kazla, Kaligonj, Khulna, and National Co-ordinator for Spain is Mr. Jose MA 
Casas Huguet, of Via Layetana 145 (Esquina Valencia), Barcelona. As mgst of our readers 
are aware, in order to get the Petition proper officially sponsored by a statesman of 
importance at the United Nations and presented to U.N. SecretaryOeneral U Thant, m 
have to reach a minimum target of 30,000 completed Q-forms. With the extra support of 
the 2 new countries plus a number of UFO groups and publications now giving their supp¬ 
ort to the Project, it is very roughly estimated that we may well be approaching the 
half-way mark of this target, but obviously this still leaves a considerable amount of 
work yet to be done. We therefore urge ary of our readers who have not already completed 
one of these Q-forms to apply for copies for this purpose. Canadian readers should apply 
to the National Co-ordinator for Canada, Mr. John Magor, Box 758, Duncan, B.C .5 American 
readers to the National Co-ordinator for the U.S., Major Wayne Aho, 43 North Rogers St., 
Olympia, Wash. 98501$ and for readers in European or other countries, I .suggest they 
apply directly to Mr. Antoni Szachowski, 75 Oakfield Rd, Anerloy, London, S.E.20, Eng¬ 
land. 

As National Co-ordinator for North America, I was pleased to receive a further encourr 
aging report from Mr. John Magor, National Co-ordinator for Canada and Editor of that 
quality publication Canadian UFO Report . Mr. Magor reports that, with the considerable 
help of his consultant ©ditor, Brian C. Cannon of Winnipeg, he continues to receive an 
interesting flow of completed Q-forms and letters on the UN Petition Project and “the 
results are an impressive commentary on the interest in the UFO question and point over¬ 
whelmingly to the. public wish for an official international inquiry. We welcome the help 
of all those taking part in distribution of the questionnaire and, since the Project has 
not yet entered its final stage of presentation to the UN, invite- others to help if they 
wish. We have plenty of questionnaire forms available in English and French and would 
particularly welcome participation from the Province of Quebec . 11 

Regretably, despite repeated requests, I have received no progress report to date 
from Major Wayne Aho whom, I am aware, has many other UFO interests, but in view of the 
importance of participation by this large country, this situation will have to be care¬ 
fully investigated and, if necessary, a new National Co-ordinator for the U.S. appointed. 
It has been of some disappointment to me that in a country in which Ufology has played 
such an important role and where, in an earlier Gallup Poll, 5 million Americans express¬ 
ed their belie# in UFOs, there has been such a comparatively poor response to support of 
the UN Petition Project. If this is portly due to the aftermath of the Condon Report 
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and/or some fear that the UN would not consider such a Petition, may I offer seme words 
of encouragement. First, under the Charter of the United Nations and provided that a 
Petition is officially sponsored by a Member Nation and placed on the Agenda, the UN hafl 
no other course but to give serious consideration to a Petition supported' by a mass voice 
of the peoples of the world. Secondly, for any Americans vho may-have been discouraged by 
the Condon Report (so aptly described by English Ufologist, Gerald Lovell, as the "Conned 
’Em Report 1 '.s), I suggest that there is now some evidence of a softening of the U.S. Gov¬ 
ernment attitude towards IF Os, viz., the U.S. Air Force Academy has recently pub out a 
textbook for its cadets in which it openly warns them ' UFOs could be real spacecraft 
operated by alien people who are closely watching our world! Thirdly, there is also good 
evidence to suggest that UN Sec,-Gen. U Thant would give a sympathetic ear to such a Pet¬ 
ition, for he himself stated-some time ago that second in importance to the Viet Nam War 
was the UFO Problem. In this regard it might be of interest to add that during the Inter¬ 
national Congress of World Federalists Conference held in Ottawa, Canada, from August 23 
to 27, 1970> a reporter of the German publication "UFO-nachrichten" , Mrs. I.V. Jacobi, 
was in attendance and was successful in sec tiring a short interview with Sec.-Gen. U 
Thant to whom she addressed the following question: "Your Excellency, UFO researchers 
the-world over know that you are kept well informed on the possibility of extraterrestr¬ 
ial spacecraft visiting our planet, but these facts are classified to the world public. 

Is this correct?" According to Mrs. Jacobi, U Thant nodded a hesitating yes and added: 
"There are many things I am-forbidden to speak of." Her final question to U Thant was: 

"Is it possible that the U.N. could officially study the question of extraterrestrial 
visiting spacecraft?" In reply, U Thant stated: "Yes, it is possible, but only if one 
Member Nation would officially place the- UFO Problem on the Agenda. We would then estab- 
, lish a department to investigate this phenomenon." 

In view of this most promising last sentence of U Thant-s words, I would like to app¬ 
eal to all American Ufologists genuinely concerned in getting m UFO Problem investigat¬ 
ed, through the only available international body of scientists, i.e., UNESCO of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations, to offer their services in support, of the UN Petition Project by endeavouring 
to_ gpt as many questionnaire forms completed as possible in order that we msy reach our. 
target‘of 30,000 Q,"forms. If only a fraction of the 5 million people who expressed their 
belief in UFOs in the U.S, came forward with this help, our problem would be u-iickly 
solved! In view of the present uncertain status of the National Co-ordinator for the U.S. 
and because we are now urgently, in need of local and regional officers in various parts 
of the U.S., I suggest that such offers of assistance-be directed to the Editor of Top¬ 
side,. 95 Centre Street, Aylmer East, Quebec, Canada. In the past, as in so many other . 
areas, America has led the world in UFO research and it is to be sincerely hoped that 
this progressive country will not be found wanting in this present, vital bid for a glo- 
bal investigation into the truth of the UFO Problem. 

UFO Profiles - No. 3 

LUOIIB FARISH 

Topside takes special pleasure in featuring a good friend and ever-helpfuL UFO. coll- 
eague, Lucius Farish, whose name,,, we feel sure, will be well-known to most of our .readers. 
As author of the book "Onega", writer of a large number of r interesting articles published 
in UFO and other journals, and as consultant and advisor to; a number of the leading UFO 
organizations, Lucius, while working quietly in the background and never seeking personal 
publicity, has nevertheless made a big impact on fellow-ufologists in his long and tire¬ 
less search for the truth of the. UFO Phenomena. When approached by the. Editor for some 
background data.and she referred .to a quote from another- UFOzine which described him afl 
"the widely acknowledged world’s leading historian on UFOs", Lucius Farish, whose middle 
name might be Modesty, shied away in horror ..at such a title! Ho replied: "I certainly 
cannot lay claim to any such appellation! The amount of historical research I have dore 
is completely overwhelmed by the contributions of those who have helped me. in this end¬ 
eavour. The real credit'belongs . to such people as Charles Flood, Gary Larreategui, David 
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Schroth, Clint Williams, Tom Adams, P.G. Navarro, Jan Aldrich, Loren Coleman and several 
others. I am merely a "repository" for historical material sent to me by others. If I may 
be allowed to paraphrase one of Mark Twain’s famous lines, "The reports of my ’fame’ have 
been greatly exaggerated!" I fear the title of "expert" and/or "authority" is used much 
too lightly, especially so when applied to myself. So far as I can toll, there are no ex¬ 
perts in Ufology. There are, however, a number of people who have gone unrecognized and 
who have contributed substantially to our knowledge of the subject. I hasten to add that 
I-do not place myself in this category." 

Despite Lucius’ modest approach, we think that many will agree with us that he has 
made a most valuable contribution to UFO research, particularly in the historical field 
and while we duly acknowledge the helpful co-operation of others, we feel that the ultim¬ 
ate credit must go to him for the years of painstaking research and collation of the mat- 
erialsubmitted to him, resulting in the final production of his interesting articles on 
this collective research. In reply to some questions put to him by the Editor, Lucius has 
the following interesting remarks to make: 

"It seems that I have always been interested in UFOs, but I read my first book on the 
subject around 1954. In 1957, after being introduced to the much broader field of "Fort 
ean phenomena" by M.K. Jessup’s book THE CASE FOR THE UFO, I began more extensive reading 
on UFOs and allied subjects. My involvement in active research began abound 1961. My 
first UFO article was written for Timothy Green Beckley’s now-defunct INTERPLANETARY NEWS 
SERVICE REPORT. Later articles have been published in FATE, FLYING SAUCER REVIEW and sev¬ 
eral other UFO publications. I have always been interested in the historical (pre-1947) 
aspects of the subject, but became particularly interested in the 1896-97 " airship/’ flap 
in the U.S. and Canada. I have been researching this particular area for the past 5 years. 

"As for my opinions on UFOs, I can say only that somet hing is up there and has been 
there for a very long time. I do not believe in any one theory (extraterrestrial space¬ 
craft, "space animals", "ultraterrestrials", etc.) can satisfactorily explain all the re¬ 
ported UFO manifestations. The subject is infinitely more complex than I would have be¬ 
lieved possible when I first became interested in UFOs. My theories regarding UFO m 
festations ore just that - theories. Therefore, no great weight should be attached to 
them. Although I disagree with some of John Keel’s ideas, I do think his "ultratorrestriaL" 
theory (as outlined in his 2 books, STRANGE CREATURES FROM TIME AND SPACE and UFOs OPER¬ 
ATION TROJAN HORSE) has merit as a possible , partial "answer" for UFO appearances. Unlike 
Keel, I cm most definitely not ready to abandon the extraterrestrial theory, at least not 
without much more convincing "anti" evidence than has been presented thus far. Extra¬ 
terrestrial visitations, are probably one facet of the whole, whether one regards such 
visits as "conventional" (i.e. Point A to Point B in X amount of time) or extra-dimens¬ 
ional in character. 

"As for my own sightings, I have seen, on various occasions, unusual lights at night 
and unidentifiable objects in daytime. I could not explain these as conventional objects 
or phenomena, so I consider that they were UFOs. I have had no close-range sightings, 
merely "lights" at night and silvery objects in the daylight hours. Although, like most 
other researchers, I have heard numerous sighting reports over the years, I have tended 
to concentrate on historical reports, rather than more recent ones. This does not indi¬ 
cate a lack of interest in contemporary happenings; on the contrary, I receive several 
publications devoted to UFOs and related subjects and try my best to keep up v/ith all the 
latest reports. But, I have always been fascinated by the pre-1947 reports and that has 
become my "specialty". As for ray future plans, I intend to continue historical research 
insofar as time and finances will allow. I have concentrated on the 1896-97 "airship/ 1 
flap, but I am equally interested in any pre-1947 reports. (In this regard, if any of our 
readers should have ary unwanted pre-1947 clippings or are in a position to do a little 
private research in the "morgue" of their local newspaper office, we are sure that Lucius 
would grea.tly Appreciate receiving this material to assist him in his worthwhile histor¬ 
ical research. His address is: Route One, Plumerville, Arkansas 72127, U.S.A. - Ed.) 
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"I am a staff member of SKYLOOK; Consultant to INFO (international Fortean Organization); 
Vice-President of COS-MOS; member of SITU (Society for the Investigation of the Unexplain¬ 
ed); and Member of APEO. If there ore, others, I can't recall them. 1 should explain that 
few things are more boring, yet'amusing, to me than titles! 99^ of the time they mean ab¬ 
solutely'nothing and serve only as an "ego kick" for individuals. 

How should UFO research be conducted? Well, I am certainly not the one to answer such 
a question. However, I think that it will have to be done largely on an individual basis. 
In virtually every group of which I have knowledge, there is (or has been) far too much 
inner dissention to allow any worthwhile research to take place. The two leading organ¬ 
izations in the U.S., NICAP and APRO, are mere "shadows of their former selves", as it 
were. And, in individual research, I consider it of the utmost importance to obtain all 
the facts regarding a particular, case, not just those which are "acceptable" to the in¬ 
vestigator's particular beliefs cr theories. The .gravest error-of all is to dismiss out- 
of-hand such "controversial" reports ,as "Men in .Black" stories, contact accounts, etc. 
There is a saying.which might be applicable here:.. "The universe is not only stranger than 
we" imagine; it is stranger than we can imagine." Perhaps this is the case in Ufology." 

We extend our grateful thanks to Lucius Farish for once more co-operating Y/ith US in 
supplying his very interesting views, theories and experiences in the UFO field.

MORE VER I FICATION £ ■ 

It will be recalled that in his 1970 New Year Message, Tesla referred to the existence 
of "marine medicines" in our oceans. Some time after the Tesla 1971 New Year Message was 
received in which he mentions "the discovery of a marine vegetation which may be used as 
an invaluable anti-pollutant for human consumption", there appeared in a recent issv© of 
the Otta wa Jo urnal a report entitled SEAWEED MAY PROTECT HUMANS FROM POLLUTION, aid we 
can only assume that this is what Tesla was referring to. According to the report, three 
scientists (one American and 2 Canadian) have discovered that a certain Chemical in brown 
seaweed, alginic acid, can protect humans from one of the poisons from atomic bomb fall¬ 
out, Strontium-90. It acts by grabbing onto. Strontium-90 (from food products such as milk) 
in the stomach and intestinal tract, preventing it from being absorbed. Strontiun-90 is a 
radioactive product which, when ingested, replaces calcium in the bones and, with high 
doses, can lead to bone tignors and leukemia. Tests carried out with this alginic acid on 
animals and human volunteers show its preventive properties and it may also be useful in 
therapy of existing Strontium-90 poisoning. The 3 scientists ar now engaged in further 
research into maribe sources which will bind with metal pollutants. Certain marine organ¬ 
isms can concentrate metal ions, including mercury and cessium, in their bodies from sea 
water. This implies that they can combine metal ions in a specific manner and if these 
substances are isolated from the organisms (as alginic acid has been from brown seaweed) 
then they could be added to polluted-.food which could be consumed Y/ithout any toxic eff¬ 
ects, With the present heavy concentration of mercury in our waters, this verification 
should come as encouraging news to all of us. 

Again, some time after receiving Tesla's current message in which he states that many 
psychiatrists often become emotionally and mentally disturbed, the following appeared in 
the Feb, 3, 1971 issue of the Ottawa Journal : LEAD IN SUICIDES. The suicide rate for 
psychatrists is 58 per 100,000 - the highest among medical specialists. 

Further verification of Tesla's statement in our last issue that atomic tests cause 
earthquakes has come from Canadian External Affairs Minister Mitchell Sharp. The Feb. 12, 
1971 issue of the Ottav/a Journal carried this headline: SHARP LINKS ATOMIC TESTS WITH 
CALIFORNIA 'QUAKE. The report quotes Mr« Sharp as saying there is evidence to believe 
that there was a direct link between the Los Angles earthquakes and the atomic tests carr¬ 
ied out by the U.S. Government off the coast of Alaska last spring and he expressed the 
hope that the U.S. would re-consider its plans to do more testing in the Aleutians, part¬ 
icularly in view of the great concern of people all along the Pacific Coast. 
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In a number of his Messages, Tesla has referred to a small but powerful syndicate of 
international financiers iho control world affairs and whom he has described variously as 
"Monetary Barons", "Moguls of Finance 1 ^ etc. Undoubtedly, Tesla was in a good position to 
be well aware of their power for during his lifetime on Earth, his extraordinary talents 
and discoveries were frequently exploited by the Big Business tycoons who manipulated 
the finances of his era. Tesla’s messages on the monetary situation have brought to the 
editorial desk a flow of letters, statistical facts and figures, expos5 information, and 
some books on the monetary subject from readers who are also well aware of the situation 
and have drawn to the Editor’s attention some startling verification of the truth of this 
matter. While much of this information concerns the money-making role of governments and 
their exploitation of the masses, it should be pointed out that, according to Tesla’s 
messages, the real culprits are a select few of the world’s super-wealthy who form this 
powerful syndicate which controls governments and international affairs. But even if 
under pressure, it would appear that governments are willing stooges in taking their 
share of the loot from the great money-making game' at the expense of the world’s over¬ 
taxed working populaces. 

According to information received from one source, this syndicate originated over 2 
centuries ago as a coven of money-cra 2 y negative beings and the present syndicate is 
said to be still over-shadowed by its sinister originators. Over the years, as replace¬ 
ments were necessary to keep the syndicate going, new members were carefully chosen from 
super-wealthy families and specially trained in their role to perpetuate the systematic 
robbing of the poor to over-feed the rich. Since death comes to all mortals, we can only 
shudder at the thoughts cf a dying syndicate member when faced with the fact that he 
"cannot take it with him" and must now pay the terrible penalty for his incredible folly. 

To illustrate governments ’ role in the great money-making racket, we quote a few ex¬ 
tracts from an article which appeared in a recent issue of that reputable English journ¬ 
al The Economist under the title of TCDAY’S GUN RUNNERS ARE GOVERNMENTS - A Multi-Billion 
Dollar Business.^'International arms sales total today about $4.8 billion a year. — No 
longer can responsibility for the traffic in arms be shouldered off on a few private arms 
dealers. It is the government deals that dominate international arms traffic today." 
Figures quoted for the official arms sales of the 4 Big Powers were as follows: America: 
around $>1.92 billion per yearj TESR: averaging $>480 million a year (without taking into 
account deals with its own allies)j Britain: $480 million a year, and France claims $828 
million, in the first half of 1970 and expects to attain at least $1,2 billion for the 
full calendar year. The article goes on to say: "The trade is booming. There are pre¬ 
dictions that its total volume will exceed $9.6 billion by the mid-70s. — With several 
billion dollars worth of the hard stuff changing hands every year, anybody who wants to 
stage a coup, launch a guerrilla war or mount a seaborne raid on a small state’s capital 
need have no difficulty in obtaining all the arms he can afford," This is a shocking 
indictment of the power of the syndicate which has always flourished financially on wars 
and obviously intends to maintain the status quo. But we are not entirely helpless in 
this situation. As Tesla repeatedly suggests, we can nrav . And if we send out positive 
thoughts of love and blessing to the syndicate, we shall be- using our own ultimate weapon 
against negativity. 

If any of our readers are interested in learning some revealing details on the U.S. 
Army’s role in supporting the Big Money Game, we suggest they obtain a copy of the Nov.- 
Doc. 1970 issue of "Round Robin" on pages 7 & 8 of which are some startling revelations. 
This issue may be obtained for $1.25 from BSRF, P.0. Box 548, Vista, Calif. 92083, U.S.A. 
In the meantime, with due credit to this informative journal, xto make a quote which is 
an extract from the autobiography of Major General Smedley D. Butler, IBMC, Retired: 
"There isn’t a trick in the racketeering bag that the military gang is blind to. It has 
its ’finger men’ (to point out enemies), its ’muscle men’ (to destroy enemies), its 
’brain guys’ (to plan war preparations), and a ’Big Boss’ (supernationalistic capitalism). 
(This is an obvious reference to the syndicate. -Ed.) It may seem odd for me, a military 
man, to adopt such a comparison. Truthfulness compels me to do so. I spent 33 years and 
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4 months in. active military service as a member of our country's most agile military 
force - the Marine Corps. I served in all commissioned ranks from a second lieutenant 
to Major-General. And during that period, I spent most of my time being a high-class 
muscle man for Big Business, for Wall Street and for the Bankers. In short, I was a 
racketeer, a gangster for capitalism. 

"I suspected I was just a port of a racket at the time. Now I am sure of it. Like all 
members of the military profession, I never had an original thought •until I left the 
service. My mental faculties remained in suspended animation while I obeyed the orders of 
the higher-upso This is typical with everyone in the military service. Thus I helped to 
make Mexico and especially Tampico safe for American Oil interests in 1914. I helped make 
Haiti and Cuba a decent place for the National City Bank boys to collect revenues (for 
the Church). I helped purify Nicaragua for the international banking house of Brown Bro¬ 
thers in 1909-12. I brought light to the Dominican Republic for American sugar interests 
in 1916. In Ghina, in 1927, I helped see to it that the Standard Oil went its way unmol¬ 
ested. 

"During those years I had, as the boys in the back room would say, a swell racket. I 
was rewarded with honors, medals and promotions. Looking back on it, I feel that I might 
have given A1 Capone a few hints. The best he could do was to operate his racket in 3 
city districts (of Chicago). I operated on three continents I" While this sort of food 
for thought is likely to give most of -us mental indigestion, we should at least be grate¬ 
ful that there are still a few men with sufficient Intestinal fortitude to release the 
truth to the public. We cannot forever be like ostriches burying our heads in the sand. 

We must now face the facts of life, unpleasant though they be, anl where possible, take 
some positive action. 

If you want the real low-down on the power that a comparatively few super-wealthy 
families and big business corporations wields over the people of the U.S.A., we suggest 
you obtain a copy of a No. 1 best seller, "The Rich and the Super-Rich" by Ferdinand 
Lundberg, as published in paperback form by Bantam Books and selling for $1.95. The auth¬ 
or is very well qualified to write on this subject as after a distinguished university 
education, he became a financial writer for the Net? York Herald Tribune and later wrote 
"America's Sixty Families" which rocked the U.S.A. In his latest book, he shows that there 
are 200,000 very wealthy individuals in the U.S,, most of whom are from some 500 super¬ 
millionaire families, such as the Duponts, Rockefellers, etc. These families have all the 
old levers of the power their money could buy plus all the new ones created for them over 
time by the politicians, lawyers, judges and military puppets who serve them. This book 
is described as "the shocking story of America today and its silent multi-millionaire 
rulers who Pa y no ta mes and run the country as tightly as ary dictatorship" and in it, 
the author lifts the lid on a nasty can of worms, revealing after several years of pains¬ 
taking research, the facts and figures of the big money racket in the U.S. and boldly 
naming names of those concerned. This book represents an in-depth analysis into the U.S. 
monetary and taxation situation, v/ith some shockingftetu.al details explained at length. 

For some, this book may be somewhat heavy reading, but it is worth the effort to learn 
the truth of how the vast masses of U.S. citizens (and the same situation prevails in most 
countries) are being exploited and cheated. 

For those who prefer lighter reading, we recommend Taylor Caldwell's book "A Prologue 
to Love" as published by Bantam Books in paperback form at $1.25. While this is a fict¬ 
ional novel, it is also a vehicle for an expos§ of how Big Business operated in the early 
part of the century, and much of it is true of today - in fact, the situation is now far 
worse. It tells the story of "the richest woman in the world" who had boon specifically 
trained, as a member of one of the super-wealthy American families, to regard the power 
of money as the be-all and end-all of existence: no. matter what personal sacrifices were 
involved. We quote a couple of extracts of conversation from this book: (l) "Your money 
or your life, that's the government. If you've got any real, cash behind you. you got to 
buy your safety end buy it regular. Think I don't grease palms myself? And. all the Vander¬ 
bilts, the Belmonts and the Astors, too? Sure they do! They couldn't operate if they 
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didn’t. How do you suppose they get lavra passed to protect ’em?” (2) ’'Well, you won’t 
see ile end of the .American Constitution in your time, Alfred, Nor will I. Oan’t say 
about the. future- though. It always comes back to the people. A virtuous electorate keeps 
its government within bounds; a stupid and vicious people lets its government expand 
until the government takes over everything. Then the knouts come out of hiding and the 
secret police and the ropes and all the rest of it. A people deserves its government," 

This last statement is particularly true and it is to be hoped that the U.S. electorate 
will bear this in mind when they vote for their next President. In the meantime, under 
their Constitution, they can still raise a voice to protest unde-me era tic social injust¬ 
ices. 

Apropos of the subject of the super-wealthy, it might be of interest to ask who is the 
richest woman in the world today?

If, in time, Mrs. Jacqueline Onassis should inherit the vast bulk of her 
husband’s fortune - around a billion dollars - she would obviously become the world’s 
richest woman. One cannot help but wonder, however, with all the poverty, hunger and 
suffering in the world today, how these super-wealthy ladies can sleep peacefully at 
night?

The Editor was somewhat surprised to receive a letter from Mr, Arthur Matthews advis¬ 
ing that he had decided to put his tape recording on the Life of Nikola Tesla up for 
sale to the "highest offer", with full publication rights, and therefore, further use of 
this tape for publication of the life story of Tesla in TOPSIDE has been withdrawn.

and forth in time, leaving unfilled gaps in the life of the great inventor.A further com¬ 
plication arose in that as Mr, Matthews did all the talking, there were times when it was 
not clear as to whether he was expressing a personal opinion or using Tesla's alleged 
words. Also there were long passages of verbose Victorian language which made it quite un¬ 
suitable for a condensed version of the Life of Tesla. Therefore, in order to present our 
readers with a factual, chronological account of Tesla's life, it became necessary for the 
Editor, at her own expense, to build up a library of all available authentic books on Tesla, 
some of them rare and valuable editions from Yugoslavia. It was from this material that 
most of the chapters on Tesla's life were written and very little of Mr. Matthews' tape 
was found suitable. While out of courtesy to Mr. Matthews, in view of the minimal use of 
his tape, these chapters were credited to him, most of them were actually the original 
work of the Editor after many hours of painstaking research : into the life of Nikola Tesla.

There was never any doubt in the mind of Nikola Tesla, that the Hew York Prison 
authorities 1 decision to adopt his high voltage alternating current system for the new 
electrocution death penalty for condemned criminals, had bean instigated by the powerful 
Edison'interests for the specific purpose of discrediting alternating current and creat¬ 
ing- in the public mind a distinct fear of an electrical, system which, if used in their 
homes, could endanger their lives. Certainly, in the great'battle of the currents" that 
followed the announcement and in which Edison and Westinghouse were the 2 main protagon¬ 
ists, Edison was loud and clear in his warnings about the supposed dangers of Tesla*s 
A.C. system. At one point, he stated: "Just as certain as death, Westinghouse mil kill 
a customer within 6 months after he puts in a system of any size. He has got a new thing 
and it will require a great deal of experimenting to get it working practically. It will 
never be free from danger." Other leading electrical scientists, caught up in the big 
controversy, allied themselves with Edison, warning that in the event of a transformer 
being short-circuited.or a part of a high tension system being accidentally grounded, a 
customer switching on a light might be instantly electrocuted. How wrong they were Tesla 
was able to prove later in a dramatic personal demonstration, but at the time of reading 
these statements by accredited experts in the electrical field, avidly reported by the 
press, the naive and bewildered public were being brainwashed into believing that Tesla 
had created some sort of an electrical Frankenstein monster. 


Actually, while the issue of prison electrocution utilizing Tesla's high voltage 
A.C. provided effective black propaganda for the supporters of direct current, the real 
crux.of the whole situation was a gigantic battle for power, in the electrical industry. 
Edison, who had built his empire on D.C., immediately foresaw that in George Westing¬ 
house, who was dynamically promoting the use of A.C., he had a formidable adversary who 
might well bring his own empire to ruins and therefore, as an astute businessman, he was 
prepared to go to any lengths to prevent this. raged 

As the issue for and against electrocution/in the press, the State of New York de¬ 
cided to study the problem by appointing a commission headed by Harold P. Brown, an 
electrical expert. Despite the fact that earlier,Edison had declared himself as opposed 
to capital punishment, he quickly realized that if Tesla's A.C. system was adopted for 
the electric chair, it would add weight to his repeated claims that this was the only 
suitable use for a deadly current far too dangerous to be installed in American homes. 
Therefore, in a shrewd move, he offered the New York Commission the use of a building 
at the rear of his Orange Laboratory for-research into the question of electrocution by 
alternating current and also supplied some of his trained personnel to assist in these 
experiments. This was a strange switch indeed, for here was Edison, the long promoter of 
D.C., now supporting experiments in A.C. - but not without a motive. 


Edison was reported to have rounded up stray animals from the streets, some of 
which were bought for 25^, to be used as victims of these grisly experiments, and strang¬ 
ely enough, it was Batchellor, who had first introduced Tesla to Edison,, who was appoint¬ 
ed their executioner. As it was necessary for alternating current'to be used and Edison's 
equipment was all direct current, Batchellor had to attach an alternating device to an 
electric generator teed for street lighting in order to develop a current of 1200 volts. 
That this was not the best arrangement was quickly proved when the first experiments on 
the hapless animals proved uncertain and dangerous and Batchellor himself received a 
jolting shock. Eventually, however, those gruesome experiments were completed to the, 
satisfaction of the Edison-sponsored group. During this 1 time, Westinghouse had been 
fighting with every means at his disposal in order, to quote his own words, "to keep his 
offspring of faith andcourage from being turned into hangman's ■uses." However, in Novem¬ 
ber, 1889,Htrold P. Brown, head of the Commission, reported his findings in an article 
entitled "The New Instrument of rExecution" which appeared in the North American Review. 

In this • article, he was quick to point otit that while A.C. was suitable "for execution 
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purposes, the type being urged by Westinghouse for domestic use was, by its very nature, 
hopelessly deadly! He went on to describe the grim details of electrocution, stating 
that after the criminals hands and feet v/ere wet with potash solution, the switch was 
closed and the man was actually beaten to sudden death by the powerful contractions of 
his own muscles. And then, in a direct power blow aimed at Westinghouse, he continued: 

Ir 11 Such is electrical execution, and yet, strenuous attempts have been made to befog the 
public mind in order to prevent the use of alternating current for the death penalty lest 
the public learn of its deadly nature and demand that the legislature banish it from 
streets and buildings, thus ending the terrible, needless slaughter of unoffend ng men.” 

- Brown*s extravagant remarks, which had no bearing on electrocution itself, made it clear¬ 
ly evident that he had been heavily influenced by Edison. 

George Westinghouse, understandably ncensed at the injustice of Brown’s statements, 
was quick to take action and used the nexb issue of the North America n j teview for his re¬ 
buttal. Realizing that Edison was the power behind Brown’s words, he openly addressed 
his' article as 11 A Reply to Mr. Edison" . In his open ng paragraph, he immediately put his 
finger on the vital cause of the whole unsavoury situation, as follows: “Electric lights 
ing, unlike other industries protected by patents, has been followed with keen interest 
by the public at large, but among the more ntimately interested parties, the struggle 
for control of the electric light and power business has never been exceeded in bitter¬ 
ness by any of the historical commercial controversies. Thousands have pecuniaiy inter¬ 
ests." Westinghouse went on to refer to Edison’s cut-throat competition in the industry 
and quoted Edison as saying: "My personal desire would be to prohibit entirely the use of 
alternating current." He further accused the Commission of misrepresenting the facts in 
their electrocution experiments, charging that they had not used alternating current de¬ 
signed for commercial use but rather Edison’s direct current which had been made altern¬ 
ating by a pole changer tapped from high voltage street wires, which had produced an 11 
effect incredibly more dangerous than the true alternating current. On the question of 
safety, he referred to the fact that the Edison Company made it a common practice to use 
uninsulated overhead wires carrying 220 volts and, quoting the words of one of Edison’s 
own staff, A.E. Kennelly, he said that the roasting of a large piece of beef was possible 
with Edison current of less than 100 volts within 2 minutes] He concluded with: "Mr. Ed¬ 
ison has always said that in the long run, every system will fail which does not, for 
domestic reasons, use low pressure current. This is exactly what alternating current 
supplies." 

Paced with these two conflicting statements, the general public became even more 
confused. In the end, however, influenced by what they considered the lethal aspect of 
alternating current being chosen for the electric chair and the fact that Edison was ,.l 
well-known to them as a leading figure in the electrical world, the majority decided to 
support his views. And so, by devious means and employing subtle psychological tactics 
on an unwitting public, Edison won the day on this issue. Btit his victory was not destin¬ 
ed to stop the flow of progress or the increasing use of alternating current, for Edison 
had not counted on the fact that Nikola Tesla was one of the few men who did not have his 
price. 

However, the electrocution issue was only the beginning of the pressures that were 
to be brought to bear on Westinghouse’s endeavours to promote the Tesla patents he had 
acquired. The economic climate of that time was certainly not in his favor for the corn- 
try was approaching a depression and in addition, it was an era in which giant corporat¬ 
ions were enforcing mergers of smaller companies regardless of their owners’ desires. It 
was a financial trap into which many fell and Westinghouse, who had expended a great deal 
of his capital on promot ng Tesla’s alternating current equipment, soon found himself in 
the hands of the. big financial manipulators who were forcing on him a merger of several 
other sm 1 companies into his organization. They demanded that the Westinghouse Electric 
Company.be re-organized to bring,about this merger and one of the requirements they in¬ 
sisted upon was the cancellation of the contract with Tesla for royalty payments af $1 
per horsepower on a l l A.C. products sold under his patents. Westinghouse, ah inventor 
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himself, had a strong sense of justice when dealing with other inventors, and he vigorous¬ 
ly opposed this demand, but the bankers were adamant that the royalty contract must go to 
ensure financial stability of the new organization - otherwise they v/ould withdraw all 
further financial support to the Westinghouse Company. In short, it was a typical case of 
Big Business blackmail. ' 

It was left to Westinghouse to handle the negotiations with Tesla, It was an ex¬ 
tremely embarrassing situation for him, as while he had made the contract in good faith 
and had kept his part of the bargain by successfully promoting Tesla’s inventions, he 
was now forced into the position of having to back out of the royalty deal, or face bank¬ 
ruptcy. He was well aware that Tesla held a perfectly valid contract worth many millions, 
of dollars and therefore he was in a position to take legal action to enforce its terms. 

He recalled Edison’s successful suit against infringers of his electric light patent, 
which had wiped out a number of his smaller competitors. As Tesla’s patents covered every 
phase of the new A.C. system, he estimated that at the very least, Tesla’s, contract was 
worth around &12 million and, as Westinghouse reminded himself, this was a very large 
amount of money to expect any man to give up. 

The fateful meeting took place at Tesla’s South 5th Avenue laboratory where Westing¬ 
house hid originally purchased the Tesla patents 4 years earlier. In his usual blunt mann¬ 
er, Westinghouse explained 1 the situation, adding: "I believe your polyphase system to be 
the greatest discovery in the field of electricity and it was my efforts to give it to 
the world that brought on this present financial problem. Your decision will determine the 
future fate of the Westinghouse Company." "If I refuse to give up ray contract, what would 
you do then?" enquired Tesla. "In that event, you would have to deal with the bankers, for 
I would have no further power." replied Westinghouse. "And if I give up ray contract, you 
will save your company and retain control so you can. proceed with your plans to give ny 
pojyphase system to the world?" asked Tesla. "Yes" replied Westinghouse. "I intend to 
continue, no matter what happens, with my original plans." Tesla paused, and a kindly ex¬ 
pression came into the eyes of the great humanitarian. "Mr. Westinghouse," he said, with 
simple dignity, "You. have been my friend. You believed in me when others had. no faith in 
ny inventions. Your friendship and the benefits that will come to civilization from ny 
polyphase system mean more to me than all the money involved. You will save your ccmpaiy 
so,that you can develop my inventions. I will tear my contract to pieces so you will no 
longer have ary trouble from my royalties." With this, Tesla tore up his contract and 
threw it in the waste basket. 

It was a magnificent gesture which only .a man of Tesla’s moral stature was capable 
of making. Further, it was a tribute to the high regard Tesla placed on his friendship 
With George Westinghouse and his complete faith that his friend would fulfil his promise 
to give the benefits of alternating current to the world. Tragically for us, it was also 
a personal sacrifice which was to rob Tesla of the necessary funds to develop many other 
of his inventions which might have further benefitted the world. But, to Nikola Tesla, 
the man to whom the humanities of life meant more than money, it was the only course 
which he could, in all honor, take. 

Lesser men might have felt some resentment against a man who, even if inadvertently, 
had been the cause of the loss of so large a fortune, but not so Tesla, who retained his 
warn friendship with Westinghouse for the rest of his days. Some fifty years later, dur¬ 
ing which time Westinghouse had honored his promise, Nikola Tesla had this to say about 
his friend: 

-r; j ' ! » h George Westinghouse, was, in my opinion, the only man on this globe who could 
?■ - take ny alternating current system under the circumstances then existing and 

win the battle against prejudice and money power. He was a pioneer of imposing 
stature, one of the world’s true noblemen of whom America may well be proud and 
to whom humanity owes an immense debt of gratitude."

Sampl e A : For two days in February, 19&9, on the 11th and 12th, there were UFOs 
sighted overy the city of Zelienople, Pennsylvania. On the evening of the second day, a 
UFO was seen to hover over a clearing in a wooded -area on the outskirts of the town. The 
next morning, two high school boys on their way to school passed by the electing where 
the UFO was seen to hover. They had heard about the incident that occurred there the pre¬ 
vious night and decided to go into the clearing and investigate. There they found "silv¬ 
er-looking strips" strewn over an area of approximately 50-70 feet in diameter. 

The boys picked up a sample of the strips and took them to one of their school 
teachers,'a Mr, H.J. Mitchell.

.During a recent lecture, some of the silver strips were displayed. After .the lect¬ 
ure ,* I was approached by a. gentleman who had been a sergeant in too Air Force. After ex¬ 

amining tie strips, he verified what we already knew - the material that UFORA had was 
definitely not radar chaff or any related, material. 

The findings of our Advisors were: The material was found to be Aluminum/iflagnesium 
Alloy; Melting temperature « 2S09F; Length - ,578”; Width - o 009”; Thickness - ,001"; 

Volume of a single strip - .0000052 cu, in. It was also, found that the strips would not 

split (tear) with the grain but rather against it. Upon examination under the Electron 
Microscope at magnif5cations ranging from lOOx to. 500x, machining marks were visible on 
the relatively smooth surface,. 'The edges, however, appear to be of a coarser nature with 
their machining marks running perpendicular to that of the machining marks of the major 
body. 

Based oil'the information acquired to date, UFORA feels that there is a very good 
chance that the material that "fell” over a clearing in Zelienople, Pa,, and is now in 
our possession, is "space grass” which came from a hovering UFO, and rightly belongs 
Under the classification of “ UFO Hardware” „ 

Sa m p le B ; This, sample was found near Fayetteville, Arkansas, in May of 1970, L ■ 
These strips were found lying on a country road east of Fayetteville. The material was 
found near a power line and transformer, in an area where the country road mins between 
a cemetery and a church. According to Mildred Higgins, who found the material, the 
strips ’were found to be lying in a, short-column shape indicating 'that it had been ” clean- 
1," clipped” .as though fed through a tube and chopped-off at a certain point. We received 
this information from Mr. Lucius Farish of Plumerv ille , Arkansas :r , ! 

UFORA's preliminary analysis showed that these strips were -very similar to the 
strips found in Zelienople, Pennsylvania and analyzed by UFCRA. They were found to be 
of tiie Altninum/^agnesium Alloy type. The average dimensions of the strips are as 
follows: Length1,3125”; Width - o 003”; Thickness - ,001". (EditorUs Note': With this 
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report, Mr; Rozich sent samples of the two types of "Space Grass". These were shown to 2 
members of. the Royal Canadian Air Force, one a pilot. Both of these officers' confirmed 
that these strips were unknown to them and quite unlike any >radar chaff' they had seen 
used.)

Although a lot of his act¬ 
ivities have been centered around the CUP ifi his home base of Cleveland, over the past 6 
months he has travelled nearly 2,000 miles on personal UFO research during which time he 
has met many of the UFO notables and attended UFO Conferences, which he has tape-recorded. 
In this issue, he reports on the Mid-West UFO Conference, and for our next issue he will 
bring the Ohio UFO 'Flap 1 up to date, including some recent developments and also give us 
some .interesting facts on his attendance at the Baltimore UFO Conference in January of 
this. year. His first report follows. 


THE MID-WEST' UFO CONFERENCE - A Step in the Right Directio n. 

by Dennis Pilichis. 


On Saturday, June 13, 1970, at Bradley University in Peoria, Illinois, a step forward 
was, taken .for Ufology. For the first time, a Conference of a serious nature was held on 
the Subject of UFOs. Its theme was UFOs - An Unexplored Scientific Horizon . This theme 
pretty well set the mood and it stuck to it all through the Conference. About 350 seri¬ 
ous people attended the week-end conference which was sponsored by the Aerial Phenomena 
Club of Central Illinois and the Tri-State UFO Study Group. AFRO played a very important 
role in the whole week-end and with their help and that of the fine people from APCCI, 
the Conference turned out to be a great success. 

■'The Conference commenced with a fine welcome from the program chairman, Laird S. 
Carter of APCCI. Walt H„ Andus followed with a welcome end later introduced the speakers. 
First speaker was Allen R. Utke, Ph D., associate Professor of Chemistry at Wisconsin 
University, Oshkosh. His talk was "UFOs and the Problem of Scientific Evidence". He gave 
a very informative talk on the problem we all face in having to lay ourselves on the line 
when dealing with the scientists. He cited many examples where in the past, a scientist 
would have considered someone who had seen a comet or a meteor to be an idiot. Now, met¬ 
eors and such are common knowledge to all of us. The same problem applies to UFOs. 

Second speaker was Mr, Ted Phillips, who works for the Missouri Highway Department of 
Sedalia. Mr, Phillips is also an AFRO investigator for his area. His tall: was on "Burned 
Circles and Saucer Nests: What is Their Significance?" . He showed many slides related to 
burned circles on the ground and saucer nests left by UFOs, Mr. Phillips has specialized 
in this phase of UFO research for some time now and showed how much an individual can got 
done when he stays with one thing. This is an idea I think we should all consider. Ufol¬ 
ogy is a vast subject, but if we broke it down into different sections, much more could 
be done. 

At the afternoon session, first speaker was Mr. JohnF. Schuessler, Senior Engineer 
with McDonnell-Douglas at St, Louis, His talk was labeled ."The UFO, Just Beyond the State 
of the Art." He discussed possible techniques of interplanetary space flight including 
heretofore unknown means of propulsion. Mr, Schuessler,. a life-support engineer for the 
Gemini Space Programs of NASA and obviously a firm believer in the existence of flying 
saucers, said that as a primary means of power, "the smoke and -fire-breathing jot engine 
is ancient although it could be used as an auxiliary power source." Referring to the' U.S. 
Space Program, he added: "As we look around us, we see something out-performing us in 
every way - the UFO . It's high time we spent the time, money and energy to find new means 
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of powering spacecraft," The next speaker was Mr, Smulling, a professional photographer 
of Hamilton, Ill, He gave an interesting talk on "Photographic Evidence" which included 
slides depicting-UFOs taken -over the years. Mr. Snvulling is also a field investigator 
for AFRO. After a coffee break, Coral Lorenzcn, Secretary of APRO, Tucson, Arizona, and 
Editor of the APRO Bulletin, gave a talk on "UFOs - 1970. An Up-to-date Report". Shesaid 
"AFRO has received since Jan, 1, 1969, 765 reports on UFO sightings, all of which have 
been investigated personnel and field representatives. The UFO Problem is a wild subject. 
If we are to get anywhere, we must examine the wild reports as well as the reliable ones." 
Concentrating her talk on reports involving sightings of occupants aboard unidentified 
spacecraft, she related the story of two nurses in a British Columbia hospital who repor¬ 
tedly witnessed two tall men" in a bubble atop a circular spacecraft hovering near the 
hospital. She then briefly discussed a theory which holds, in effect, that UFOs are in 
some way responsible for power blackouts which have hit various, parts of the U.S. during 
the past several years. To illustrate the theory, she showed a graph which depicted a 
remarkable similarity between the number of UFO sightings and the incidence of power 
blackouts in.the U.S, 

Noting that many people consider UFOs "infallible" because they’ve never crashed or 
left any physical evidence of their presence behind, Mrs, Lorenzen reported that, in 
fact, her organization has, over the years, collected a substantial number of materials 
recovered at reputed UFO landing sites. Among the evidence collected, she said, is a 
piece of metal covered by some unknown type of insulation which changed its colors from 
yellow with red' stripes to beige with brown stripes after its discovery. 

Around 7:30 P.M. the evening session started with Dr. J. Allen Hynek, former scient¬ 
ific consultant to the UsS, Air Force’s Project Blue Book, and Head of the Astronomical 
Department of Northwestern University. His talk was "UFOs and the 70's - A Positive' 
Program." ' Dr. Hynek stated: "We have a phenomena that is worthy of investigation. We 
have Bite Book closed and the heavy hand of the Colorado Report, but we still have sight¬ 
ing reports! The Fact is They Do Exist!i" More and more persons are becoming intellectu¬ 
ally bothered by the UFO Problem when they take the time to look at it. One of the diff¬ 
iculties of UFO research, which the former Air Force consultant characterized as " a 
strange, complex interdisciplinary problem", is simply data gathering and data' processing, 
"After 20 years of investigating" Hynek stated "I’m still at the elementary stage of 
trying to get. the facts. My own burning desire in each report is - did it happen the way 
the report said it happened? To say that a- UFO went up in the sky very fast is not enough. 
We must know how fast. The answer can only come through data." 

Gearing his talk towards members of the audience as potential investigators, Hynek 
stressed'“the importance of accuracy in reports of sightings. "You can’t have respect¬ 
able IT-0 cases unless you have respectable data." He advised those present to special¬ 
ize in a particular area of UFO study, such as nocturnal lights, daylight sightings, or 
physical effects oh persons and animals. 

"Progress in UFO research will be made by dedicated individuals in the next few years,- 
using their own funds and specializing in'one area." he advised, "I’m not worried about 
funds. If a person is really dedicated, he’ll get the job done. Frustration in the field 
comes when one tries to accomplish too much." 

"The 70’s will be grim and rough" Hynek warned. "We must depend entirely on ourselves 
and others around-the country vhose bond is dedication to the study of UFOs." Dr. Hynek 
finished by saying "During the present period of relatively little official action in 
studying UFOs, dedicated investigators must prepare for the day which will mark the 
biggest breakthrough in human thinking ever to hit this planet 1" ’ 

"So, while the debunkers debunk, preparing themselves to sink into oblivion on the 
day when the truth is out, let us proceed with the task of recording as many as possible 
of• the facts of this-subject (UFOs), and encouraging those imbued with true scientific 
curiosity to help us edge closer to the dawning of that day."

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NEW DEVE LOPM ENTS OH OTTAWA'S MYSTERY METAL 

In onr last issue, we reported that we were still awaiting receipt of the long-promis¬ 
ed report on the tests and findings of the metal samples of the 3,000-lb. chunk of unid¬ 
entified hardware. Meanwhile, that dedicated researcher, Arthur Bray, has again approach¬ 
ed Dr. P. Millman, who heads Canadian Government UFO investigation and with whom Arthur 
initiated this latest request for a governmental analysis of samples of the mystery met¬ 
al. Arthur now reports as follows: "To the best of my knowledge, the Geological Survey 
has-concluded its testing, although I have no idea what tests the sample was subjected 
to. Whether the tests which I specifically requested were carried out, only time will 
tell. I have been informed verbally by Dr..Millman that Dr. Smith of Geological Surrey, 
will publish the results of the analysis in one of the scientific journals issued by the 
Federal Department of Energy, Mines and Resources. When this will be, is another question. 
Dr. Millman has promised to inform me when this has been done, and to see that I receive 
a copy of the journal concerned." While it is encouraging to learn that an official report 
may eventually appear in a government journal, the fact remains that, for the time being, 
we are back to square one again, still playing the "waiting game". After what is now over 
10 years yf governmental delaying tactics in producing this report, to may perhaps be ex¬ 
cused if we wonder if this is yet another stalling action. However, as Arthur Bray so 
philosophically points out: "We may have to wait another year, but after 10 years already, 
what is one more?" We are certainly not discouraged - in fact, we welcome this time lag 
in which we can continue with our own constructive research on a private basis. 

In view of this continuing situation, our metal research group has agreed to step up 
its efforts to obtain a larger number of individual analyses from private professional 
sources. When, with time, we receive all the results of these tests, we shall then be in 
a better position to make a thorough comparison to note similarities and/or differences 
and also to chock them with the governmental report if and when it is finally published. 
Over the past year, a largish number of metal samples were sent, out by our group at the 
request of interested parties. Arthur Bray is also continuing his own personal efforts to 
secure further analyses and is presently negotiating with a reputable source in the U.S.A., 
while our co-worker in Montreal, Mr. Ronald W.G. Anstee, is now awaiting receipt .of re¬ 
ports of tests on the samples he sent out last year. We readily appreciate that it takes 
some time to perform thorough analyses, particularly as it is often a case of having to 
fit in such tests with other, higher-priority lab. work. However, as far as our group is 
concerned, the first of the reports are now beginning to trickle in, with some interest¬ 
ing results. For obvious reasons and until the government report is published,are now 
compelled to adopt our own "silence policy" on the exact details, on a quantitative basis, 
of the reports received. Hc.Tever, for the interest of our readers, we give below some de¬ 
tails of a preliminary report (Phase One of a Two-Phase Program) of a chemical analysis 
of the metal samples.as carried out by Unidentified Flying Objects. Researchers Alliance 
of 214 South Arch Avenue, Alliance, Ohio 44601, U.S.A.

Listed below are the results gleaned from tests conducted by IFCRA's-Chemistry Advisor 
and his. associates on a flaaple of "Canada's Mystery Metal". 

As soon as the metal was received, attempts were made to obtain smaller samples from 
the larger piece of metal. First attempts were made to cut the metal with a Tungsten Car¬ 
bide blade, but after five minutes, it was decided that this attempt was in vain. The 
next avenue of thought turned to using a diamond-tipped powered saw. After 15 minutes-of 
cutting time had elapsed, a small fragment was cut from the parent body.. The piece was 
roughly triangular in .shape with a thickness (point at which it was cut) of about three/ 
thirty-seconds of an inch. /Vacuum 

-One of the major tests conducted on the metal. was by the X-Ray Quantometer, a non-des- 
tructive testing device,. The findings.of the Quantometer were ,as follows : 
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MAJOR CONSTITUENTS 
Iron (Fe) 

Nickel (Ni) 

Manganese (Mn) 
Chromium (Cr) 


MINOR CONSTIT DENTS 

Cobalt (Co) 

Silicon (Si) 
Magnesium (Mg) 
Sulfur (s) 

Potassium (K) 


No traces were found of Aluminum (Al), Sodium (Na), Phosphorus (P) and Chlorine (Cl). 

A small sample 'of the metal (.8 grams) was placed in a solution of Sulfuric and Nitric 
acids,' full strength, for a period of two days. After the two-day period had ended, the 
residue of what was left of the metal was filtered thrown a MiUipore Filter, and the 
filter and residue were stored in a closed plastic petri dish. After a time, lapse of two 
days, it was noticed- that a form of bacteria culture was growing on the filter paper and 
was apparently vising it as its food source. It should be noted, however, that no conclus¬ 
ion can be drawn with regard to the influence of the. metal on the culture growth. The 
Chemistry Lab., being geared for metallic compositions, has no means at the present to 
analyze the culture to determine the culture’s composition, 

' The metal was found not to be very magnetic in nature. The consensus of opinion among 
those involved with the; testing is that at one time the metal was subjected to a tremend¬ 
ous amount of heat. 


This concludes Phase One of the tests, carried out by the Chemistry Lab. The metal is 
now in the possession of the Metallurgy Dept. The findings of the Metallurgy Dept, mil 
constitute Phase Tito- of the analyzation program-. Metallurgy is nor; in’ the process of ev¬ 
aluating the metal; they have already determined that the-hardness of the metal-is B-92 
Rockwell, Photomicrographs taken at magnifications ranging from lOOx to 800x show that 
the "planes" of the metal did undergo a type of slipperage such as the metal might receive 
if it underwent a severe impact or if the metal, being extremely hot, underwent a super v. 
cooling in a relatively short amount of time, or perhaps even a' combination of the two 
aforesaid circumstances. The complete test results will be made known as soon as they 
are available, (Signed) Paul J.L. Rozich, TFORA Director. 


It is interesting to note from this report that it confirms 3 of the repeated findings 
of earlier analyses: (1) that the metal at one time was subjected to a tremendous amount 
of heat; (2) that it underwent severe impact; and (3) the low magnetic nature of the met¬ 
al-. But perhaps the most significant finding: of the report is, in fact, a non -finding, - 
i.e., according to the major test conducted on the metal by the X-Ray Vacuum Quantometer, 
no traces were found of Aluminum, Calc inn and Copper which normally, one would expect to 
find in a terrestrial.alloy of Magnesium] Another intriguing feature is the strange form¬ 
ation of a bacteria culture on the filter paper. Could there possibly have been some ele¬ 
ment in the metal-residue which stimulated this organic growth? We are not experts in 
this field (we are not experts period — merely sincere seekers of the truth) and possibly 
there is seme perfectly mundane explanation for the bacteria growth in a sealed plastic 
dish, but while there is oven a remote avenue of research open to us, we intend to follow 
it up even if it turns out to be a process of elimination. In the meantime, we would .like 
to express our grateful thanks to-the-research workers of T3F0RA for their painstaking 
efforts and precious time so freely given in an endeavour to she-d : ' some new light on the 
dark mystery cf the.-unidentified' metal. We shall look forward, with eager interest, to 
their report on Phase Two, the findings of their Metallurgy Dept., appropriate details of 
which will be published at a later date. 

According to an' article which appeared in the. Fall'1970 issue of Ca nadian UFO Report . . 
Arthur Matthews, in conversation with the Editor, John Magor, stated that the scrap deal--, 
er v;ho found the 2 chunks of metal on a shore of the St, Lava 1 enee River, had admitted to 
him that he had removed them from the site.of the old Quebec Bridge which collapsed in 
1907 and that he towed them 20 miles to the beach near his home where ...he first reported 
to have found them. He said he’d been hesitant about telling the truth in case he was 
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accused of 1 taking government property. The article suggests that the truth of this story 
could be cheeked by comparing the Ottawa Chunk with the bridge relics. If these still ex¬ 
ist, this is certainly another avenue of research which could be followed up. However, the 
article goes on to throw some very logical doubts on the veracity of the story and wisely 
leaves the case of the mystery metal open until more acceptable answers are forthcoming. 

As a matter of record, Mr. Matthews propounded his Quebec Bridge theory to our group 
prior to making his test on the Chunk with the Tesla Bridge, a test which, as reported 
earlier, left seme grave doubts in the minds of some of our technical workers who witness¬ 
ed it, particularly as no scientific proof Was forthcoming to support it, and most of them 
were unable to accept that it was possible to prove that the metal mass had never been in 
space with a device used primarily for detecting flaws in metal railway lines] It was also 
noted that the volume indicator on the tape recorder linked to the Tesla Bridge showed no 
signs of ’life'. Last summer, one of our readers visited Mr. Matthews who, during an int¬ 
erview, claimed he had worked on the Quebec Bridge - and immediately recognized the Chunk 
as part of it! In view of the fact that Mr. Matthews had seen photos of the Chunk a long 
-time-ago, one wonders why he kept silent about its origin for so long? In this reader’s 
report to us, he stated that Matthews had admitted to him that the Government had asked 
him to check the metal in the hope that we would believe him, thereby confirming a sus¬ 
picion we expressed in an earlier report. 

As for the Quebec Bridge theory, our group analyzed it carefully but finally dismissed 
• it as completely untenable and certainly no scientific proof of the origin of the metal, 
in fact, we considered this theory to be more incredible than the possibility of the 

Chunk coming from Outer Space! Let us briefly analyze the facts proffered by Mr. Matthews. 
We are told that in 1907, the scrap dealer illegally removed 2 large pieces of metal, 
weighing 3000 lbs. and 800 lbs. respectively, from the collapsed bridge site. This .-[immed¬ 
iately raises a number of questions: How was he able to lift this heavy material, without 
the use of a crane which could immediately attract attention? And even if he was success¬ 
ful in. removing it thusly, why would he go to all this trouble if the only purpose was to 
tow this material 20 miles and then dump it on a beach near his home? Even more intriguing, 
how did he manage to place the larger chunk in a delicately balanced position on a rock, 
and for what purpose? Having gone to all these extraordinary lengths, are vie then expect¬ 
ed to believe that the 2 chunks of metal lay undetected and untouched on the beach for 
53 years? And why, after over half a century had elapsed, did he suddenly decide to pick 
up the 800-lb. piece and sell it ce scrap metal? This aspect of the case does nott tally 
with the story of the local beach-comber interviewed by our group in June, I960, who said 
that he had covered the beach pretty thoroughly the first week of June ; then came 3 days 
of rain when he did not work the area, but when the weather cleared, he then found the 2 
metal chunks on the beach. Nov; if we assume that the original scrap dealer was of the av¬ 
erage age- of 30 when he took the 2 metal chunks from the Quebec Bridge in 1907, we wind 
up with the. ludicrous picture of a doddering old man of 83 finally picking up the 800-lb. 
piece of metal! With all d.ue respect to Mr. Matthews, we must make allowance for the 
fact that he is no?/ a very old man and therefore, in our search for the truth, we must 
apply a certain amount of scientific reservation to some of his statements. 

Mr, Ronald Anstee, who has played an active role in the metal research since 1965.,'-has 
sent us a copy of a letter he directed to the Editor of Canadian IFO Report in which he 
makes some strong comments- on Mr. Matthews’ Quebec Bridge story, extracts of viiich foll¬ 
ow: "I was, present with members of the Ottawa New Sciences Club when Mr. Matthews examln- 
■ ed(?) the metal. His statements are, when taking into consideration the way in which the 
metal was found plus the state of the metal, idiotic . The metal mass is very dense and 
heavy, and very ragged. It is in layers, having apparently gone through intense heat and 
•very severe impact. I have been used to hard work and .exercise for the past 35 years,’so 
I know that it was not easy to break off the few metal pieces I have. The shape(of the 
•mass) is unusual and bears no heavy scarring as 'one would expect to find on metal that 
_. 0 rhas been cut by acetylene torches. It origi nall y weighed about 3,000 lbs. If it was ever 
'part of fan. old. bridge, then how many thousands of tons did the bridge weigh? When the 
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chunk was being moved to a site, in Ottawa, it slipped, falling on to a concrete floor and 
cr asking it, (This incident occurred when the late. Wilbert B. Smith and co-workers were 
placing the metal mass in a government laboratory. - Ed.) There was apparently no evidence 
of such a mass ever, having been towed to where it was found. What methods were used to put 
the-metal down on the boulder where it. was. -found, '’without 'causing indentations on the'rock? 
(There was not even rust on the. metal when first found! .- Ed.,) Personally, taking all' 
things into consideration, I cannot agree with Mr. Matthews'' statements.” 

With the copy of the abovd letter, there was,-a covering letter from Mr., Anstee r in which 
he. sums.up the metal situation as follows: ’’When 1 first saw the metal, in 1965, the first 
and lasting impression I got was: (l) that it had been impacted by some extremely heavy 
force; ( 2 ) it had also at some time been subjected to groat heat; and (3) various compon¬ 
ents, by these actions, had been forced to one central point, thus allowing for the diff¬ 
erent aspects of the overall mass, i,e., some parts can to drilled, some cannot; some 
parts are magnetic and some are not...In Mr. Matthews 5 test, he placed a device,in the form 
of a dial on the surfaoe of .the metal from which wires passed to a tape recorder, appar¬ 
ently necessitating the attachment of cables to the electric power source of a car . All. 
things give off'radiations which-can be picked up by the appropriate equipment, such as 
special cameras which can phhtograph the aura of the metal. It did not strike.me,that Mr. 
Matthews tests could either record the radiations or photograph the aura of the metal. If 
he was-prepared to test the metal, he could have made sure that he ;vas in possession of a 
better power source, such as a large battery. I did not see him.make any physical examin¬ 
ation of the metal or even photograph it. I had with me a 3-lb. hammer and 2 steel, chisels 
with'which 1 fin al ly managed"to break off a few■ pieces. After 20 minutes* heavy pounding, 

I was- able to break off a larger piece which was a small part of one of the layers which 
had been heavily impacted or to other layers. This piece weighed 2-§- lbs,. r and measured-9" 
in length; its width varied from - 5 *' to 2 5/3” and its thickness, from w n to 13/16", This 
was, in my estimation, a basic physical examination from which a researcher could deduce 
a certain amount of knowledge of the metal. The idea that such heavy, material could come 
from, a bridge is, in my opinion, preposterous, and following so closel 3 r on the other the¬ 
ory cC the metal, being slag from a. Sorel foundry, it reminds one of the many cases of 
funny Air Force answers from sources thousands of miles away from the scene of.a sighting. 
History, is full of remarks made by so-called authorities on subjects and material they 
have neither seen nor examined. Such funny answers are being directed to those' who have 
neither, seen nor know anything of the metal, i.e,., the majority. For those who do know 
something, silence is all they will receive fren. those who should, know better.-- until the 
‘day finally arrives when there will be more red faces in high places than there are tom¬ 
atoes .in the world 1 s largest vegetable gardens S" 

Taking en need'View of the ger.cfal motel chalye is situation, we are the first 

to realize 'Chat numerous difficulties lie in the way of establishing definitely whether or 
•list a metal sample is of extratarrestriaL origin. The obvious reason for this and as poin- 
ed out in an'earlier issue, is that there is every possibility that other planets have the 
same minerals as those of Planet Earth. Confirmation of this comes in an article by Dr. 
Allen R. Utke-which appeared in the Dec. 1970' issue of that excellent journal SKYL00K to 
which we give credit for the following-extracts. As Dr. Utke states: "Most scientists are 
convinced that the same 92 natural elements found here oh Earth are found everywhere in 
the Universe, with no new natrual r elements yet to be discovered. We would only begin 
to suspect extraterrestrial origin if the sample; upon extensive analysis, was found to be 
one of the following: 1. An uncommon element, absolutely pure or of unusually high purity. 
2.’ A mixture ofuelements or an alloy with a ’ highly unusual ' 1 or' previously unknown compos¬ 
ition arid/or set of properties, 3. A compound or mixture of compounds with a highly unus¬ 
ual, or previously unknown composition and/or set of properties. 4. A material with a high¬ 
ly unusual or previously unknown atomic or molecular structure." Dr. Utke concedes that 
the only'’ evidence which would probably convince scientists of an extraterrestrial origin 
ie--a sample whose .isotopic-'distribution differed .significantly from that of the same ele¬ 
ments on Earth, .While he suggests that matter everywhere may be isotopically alike, as a 








true.scientist, he admits that this has not been proven, since stellar and inter-stellar 
isotopic distributions are difficult to determine. This brings up a vital point which was 
urged by our founder, the late Wilbert B. Smith, in the early days of the discovery of 
the unidentified chunk of metal, i.e., the necessity for an isotopic examination of the 
metal, something we have been unable to obtain from any source to date and regretably, 
there appears to be little hope of our doing so. 

Where then do we go from here in our search for the truth of the mystery metal? Maybe 
our approach to date has been along the wrong, lines- - in short, have we been putting the 
cart before the horse? If, as now seems to be established by most scientists, all natural 
elements have a common origin throughout the Universe, there appears little hope of prov¬ 
ing the extra-terrestrial nature of a suspected alien metal by an analysis of the elements 
it contains. Therefore, perhaps the most conclusive way to determine the possible extra¬ 
terrestrial nature of such a sample - and one frequently overlooked in tests and analyses - 
is to concentrate’ not so much on what the sample containg 4 s what it-does hot or should not 
contain in normal earth metals. The crucial question is, however, even if 100 $, fool-proof 
evidence were established, would the Scientific Establishment be prepared to, admit it, or 
would they produce their usual flow of phoney alibis to wriggle out of acknowledging the 
existence of extraterrestrial material? A typical case in point were the UFO fragments 
found in 1957 on a beach in the Ubatuba region of Brazil. After a long history of various 
international tests, in 1968 the FBI Laboratories in Washington subjected one of the 
fragments to neutron activation analysis when the sample was found to be 99 . 9 $ pure mag¬ 
nesium. The remaining impurities were minute quantities of strontium, zinc, barium, mang¬ 
anese and chromium. Again, it was the non -contents of the material that were of vital 
importance, but despite the fact that no traces were found of aluminum or calcium, ele¬ 
ments normally found in terrestrial magnesium, most scientists refused to be convinced 
of the extraterrestrial nature of these UFO fragments. 

Arthur Bray was one of the first to latch on to the importance of non-contents of 
metal analyses of suspected extraterrestrial material and at the time that Dr. P. Mill- 
man addressed our group in April,. 1969, Arthur brought up this very point with him, but 
with little apparent response from.this inter nationally-acclaimed scientist. However, 
despite the odds against us, we in private UFO research, should press on regardless and 

with sincere prayer that in the final analysis (pun unintentional but appropriate!), the 

TRUTH will prevail! Who knows, perhaps with a greater concentration on the non-contents 
of suspected alien material, we may yet be able to prove publicly the extraterrestrial 
nature of certain metal' ’samples? From, knowledge of the personal experiences of the late 
Wilbert ,B. Smith, of one thing we are' .sure - those government scientists engaged on UFO 
research, .who work so mysteriously behind the "silence curtain", have been well rraro' cf 
the existence of extraterrestrial material for a long time now!
